0.G. SOCCER GAMES 


Four of the Soccer fixtures at the Melbourne Olympic 
Games in 1956 may be played outside of Melbourne — even 


outside Victoria. 


The Australian Soccer Association will suggest to the 
Olympic Organising Committee when the two bodies meet 


and one in Brisbane. 


The chairman of the Victorian 
Soccer Council, Bill Thomas, made 
it clear last week that the Austra- 
lian body was not robbing Vic- 
toria of four of the games. They 
would only play games elsewhere 
on days when two games were 
scheduled in Melbourne. 


Only Olympic Park 


Olympic Park is the only sta- 
dium as yet set aside for the play- 
ing of Soccer up to the semi-final 
stage. The semi-finals and final 
will be played at the Melbourne 
Cricket Ground. 


For the early games, plans are 
being made to have them kick-off 
at 4.30. By then, it will be cool 
enough not to cause the players 
too much ‘discomfort. 


It will also give city workers a 
chance to see Soccer, while they 
might not be prepared to take 
time off to see a game earlier in 
the day. 


And, by starting so late, it 
would be possible to catch quite a 
large part of the crowd from the 
M.C.G., which would be packed 
until late afternoon for the 
athletics. 


If two games have to be played, 
either one must start in the morn- 
ing, in great heat, and with little 
crowd, or two must run concur- 


‘soon that two games be played in Sydney, one in Adelaide, 


rently on different grounds. As 
yet, no other ground is available. 


A Money-Maker 


The Australian body considers 
that the expense of flying two 
teams, even as far as Brisbane, for 
a game would be easily recovered 
by the huge crowds which would 
attend the games in the distant 
cities. There would be no counter 
attractions there. 


The result would mean a gain 
on Soccer games for the Olympic 
organisers and a boost for Soccer 
right throughout the country, 
rather than just in Victoria.

A former Arsenal player, Paddy 
Sloane, wishes to come to Aus- 
tralia as a Soccer coach. 

Any club who wants to engage 
him would have to find him a job, 
although he is prepared to come 
through the immigation scheme.

So Yow’re Not Satisfied... 


Enough of this grumbling! 


All season, every season, it is the same. Clubs grumble 
at the Soccer Council. Members grumble at their club 
administration. And the Council itself grumbles at clubs. 


None of these grumbles are without grounds. Neither 

the administration of the clubs themselves or of Soccer by 
the Council is all that it might be. The Council is ready to 
admit this, but are the clubs? 
The answer lies with the club members themselves. If 
they choose to use their privileges, they could throw out 
every member of their club administration, and the new 
administrations, in their turn, could turn out every member 
of the present Council. 

Now let’s see what is wrong. 

There are clubs which think only of themselves and 
nothing of the game as a whole. These are the clubs who 
usually cry that the Council does not give them enough sup- 
port in ventures of their own. 

The Council tries to look at each venture objectively. 
Perhaps their view is wrong, but YOU elected them. If you 
don’t think their views are right, why did you do it? 

There are clubs who will not co-operate with the 
Council. These are the clubs that undertake responsibili- 
ties and will not carry them out. They are late with their 
payments, tardy in correspondence, and ready to forget to 
do many jobs which ought to be done. 

If you say it is the club secretary’s job to write the 
letters and the treasurer’s job to pay the bills, once more 
YOU elected them. It is up to you to see that they do it. 

“Soccer News’ is trying to give you, as Soccer players 
and followers, a picture of what happens in the Council. If 
you disagree or don’t like it, don’t blame the Council. Blame 
yourselves. 

A Soccer body is the same as any other. Once you 
have elected them, you must abide by their decisions. You 
are not playing the game if you do not. 

But your interest in Soccer must be very shallow or 
very one-eyed if you know where things could be improved 
and do nothing about it. 

The Council invites criticism. Only by that means does 
it learn of its own mistakes, or what clubs think it is doing 
wrong. But it will not tolerate deliberate obstruction or 
back-biting, so that any club that offends can expect heavy 
penalties. 

“Soccer News” is the magazine of the Soccer Associa- 
tion. It is open to any reasonable criticism about anything 
to de with Soccer, including the Council. It is your own 
fault if you do not take advantage of it. 

If there are no complaints, the Council members must 
be right in ‘assuming that what they are doing meets with 
the approval of all clubs,

My remarks with regard to Wilhelmina were not 
directed at the control or organisation of the club, which I 


am sure are both good. 


I was tilting at the ridiculous 


system of promotion and relegation which at present exists. 


I don’t want to get into a long debate with you, Mr. 
Beaton, so I will try in a simple way to outline a scheme for 
promotion and relegation which I am sure you will agree is 
better than at present, and would be better for Soccer as 


a whole. 


1. One club only to be _ pro- 
moted each year. 


2. This club, after winning pro- 
motion, must satisfy the Associa- 
tion that it has the necessary 
facilities to warrant its inclusion 
in a higher division. These, I 
imagine, should be finance, 
grounds, dressing sheds, and, not 
least by any means, juniors. 


38. This club must win its divi- 
sion on points, not goal average, 
and any ties would be decided by 
a play-off. 

I have checked my facts, Mr. 
Beaton, and checked them over a 
number of years. 


My memory recalls that, a few 
years back, a club which won the 
Dockerty Cup was relegated on 
goal average alone. There was 
another case where a team’s rele- 
gation depended on a re-played 
match between.two other teams, 
which was a farce, as one of the 


teams fielded only seven regular © 


players. 

The members of the club to be 
relegated stood on the side line, 
watching another club which 
couldn’t care less shove them down 
to the Second Division. 

At present, F.N.D., who chose, 
at their own request, to remain 
in the Third Division, although 
they won promotion last year, are

an asset to those clubs seeking 
promotion this year, because they 
provide good games for goal 
average boosting. 

I may not have the whole 
answer to the problem, Mr. 
Beaton, but let us both, as lovers 
of the game, try to do something 
to strengthen Soccer here, 

I mentioned the struggle there 
will be to win promotion from the 
Third Division this year. It will 
be a struggle, too. There should 
be a really good game this very 
afternoon, when Sandringham and 
Wilhelmina meet at Olive Street. 


Many of us old fogeys will re- 
member Tommy Sharp. Tommy, 
who must be nearing pension time, 
stripped for South Yarra on Sat- 
urday. 

He represented Victoria as a 
goal-keeper many years ago, and, 
since then, has been a hard worker 
on South Yarra’s committee.

At 
least he could see that someone 
picked it up. It would be another 
matter if it was a couple of bottles 
to be picked up. 


A friend of mine (one of the 
few) had ideas of starting a Rules 
club in Bentleigh. After a lot of 
searching, he found a ground, but, 
when he went to the Moorabbin 
Council, he was told that it had 
been reserved for a Soccer club. 

This club, so I am -told, is to 


apply to the Soccer Council next 


year for entry to the Association. 
Does anybody know who they are? 
We could do with them this sea- 
son, ground and all. 


There is certainly confusion in 
the junior ranks. One club with 
a strong Under 17 side, was told 
by telegram that it would not play 
on Saturday.

NOT Collapsing 


Mr. Beaton’s article in last week’s “Soccer News”’ made 
interesting reading, and — up to a point —I agree with 
what he has to say about Soccer on the Mornington 


Peninsula. 


Up to a point! Beyond that point I would say that 
Soccer is definitely NOT collapsing on the Peninsula — nor 
will it, so long as there are eleven men and a ball left down 


here. : 

Admittedly, it has been bad 
luck losing Sorrento, but here, Mr. 
Beaton must realise that most of 
their team last year was made up 
of men from the Army who hap- 
pened to be stationed at Sorrento 
at the time. 


This season, unfortunately, 
most of these men have been 
posted away from the district, and 
the few remaining members of the 
Sorrento club, whilst being most 
enthusiastic, are insufficient in 
numbers to make up a team. 


No Entries 


As regards to the 1954 Dockerty 
Cup competition, for which Mr. 
Beaton says not one club from the 
Peninsula entered, I would state 
that, to my knowledge, no Penin- 
sula club, or at least no club in the 
Peninsula Soccer League, which 
at the time was the controlling 
body down here, was even notified 
about the closing date for entries 
to the cup competition. 


Whether that was the fault of 
the Peninsula S.A. or of the 
parent body in Melbourne, I would 
not ‘care to guess, but it explains 
why no Peninsula club sent in an 
entry. 


Mr. Beaton, Please Check 


Another point on which I wish 
to disagree with Mr. Beaton is his 
statement that last year, after the 
folding up of the P.S.L., only one 
club, ‘‘namely, Sorrento,” made 
application to be admitted to the 
Metropolitan League. 


I say. that Rosebud also made 
written application, not once, but 
on several occasions, to be con- 
sidered for entry into the Metro- 
politan League. As a result of 
these applications, a Provisional 


League knock-out cup competition 
was staged, to which Rosebud — 
and Sorrento—were admitted. 


Strength Before Numbers 


Personally, and this is my own 
view, and not that of the Rosebud 
Club, I feel that it is much better 
to have one strong and efficient 
club functioning down here than 
three or four weak clubs made up 
of servicemen who happen to be 
passing through at the time. 


I can assure Mr. Beaton that 
Soccer on the Peninsula is quite a 
healthy . baby, and he can _ rest 
assured that Rosebud will do its 
part in keeping it alive. 

It won’t be easy — there are 
acute teething troubles in the 
form of finance, travelling, an up- 
hill fight to hold on to the ground 
—but, with the full co-operation 
of the V.A.S.A., and it must be 
FULL co-operation, the Soccer 
flag is going to keep flying down 
here for many a year to come.
